Warden John- 
ston of San Quentin upon hearing 
of ithe petition telephoned to San 
Francisco and was directed to stay 
the execution until the court should 
decide. 

At 10:20 o'clock the Supreme 
court denied the application of the 
condenmed man for a writ and just 
21 minutes after the decision was 
reached Larsen stepped upon the 
trap that sent his soul into eterni- 
ty.
